80 SAYS A DIRECTOR OF THE ST. 
GOBAIN GLASS FACTORY. 


{Chicago Record-Herald:] That the 
world is about to. see the inauguration 
of an age of glass is the prediction of 
Jules Henrivaux, till lately the director 
of the great glass manufactory at St. 
Gobain, and one of the greatest French 
chemists. 

M. Henrivaux is an enthusiast on 
glass. He believes it to be the material 
of the future. He does not pretend 
that we can look for glass cannon or 
Klass men-o’-war, nor glass greyhounds 
of the ocean, nop does he contemplate 
the substitution. of vitreous machinery 
for that which we now employ in our 
Various processes of manufacture, 


de does claim that glass is the best sub- 


stance known to us for every kind of 
structural purpose, and especially for 
Awelling- houses. In short, if the ions 
of M. Henrivaux are reälised, we shall 
all be living in glass houses before 


long. . , 

The pol t of the idea is found in the 
inexhaustible supply of the materials 
from which glass is made, and its 
ada ility to all shapes*and forms, 
ts durability, and its cleanliness, With 
regard to the second point, it is obvious 
that can be colored and 
decorated to an extent of which no 
Other material is capable, and it is 
comet of the idea M. 

lavishes his imagination, 
SIX WAYS FOR ITS USE. 

There are six ways in which glass can 
be manipulated. It can be cast into 
window panes, pavi stones, panels, 
etc. It can be molded into cornices, 
slates, wall decorations, and even 
statues. It can be blown into bottles, 
tumblers, vases and all the utensils 
comprised under the name of “glass- 
ware.” It can be blown and ground 
into crystals, lenses, prisms, and other 
objects of art and utility. It can be 
drawn into the finest threads, and made 
into pipes, baskets, and dress matefials. 
It can de turned into mosaics and 


enamels, and can be into the 
— imitation of most of precious 
es. 
Imagine, with M. Henriv the con- 
struction of a glass house foun- 


dations and the walls would de- con- 
structed of a variety of glass — 
invented, called stone glass,” whi 
has already withstood the severest 
tests. When crushed it gives a re- 
sistance three times as great as granite. 
When subjected to heat or cold, it is 
found leas sensitive than steel. When 
submitted to friction it shows less wear 
than porphyry. Shock, as of a hammers 
Diow, it re to a degree twenty-two 
times as severe as that which would 
Dae tent of tension 
has practically no effect on it what- 
ever. 
GLASS. HOUSES POSSIBLE. 

The walls, then, would be built of 
glass, heid together by angle-iron, so 
ag to permit of a hollow space through 
which pipes could pass (the pipes them- 
selves being glasswork,) conveying hot 
air, hot and cold water, gas, electric 
wires, drains, and everything needed 
for the health and comfort of the in- 
habitants. Stairs, and balustrades, ceil- 
ings and wall decorations, mantel- 
pieces and fireplaces, would all be con- 
structed of glass. Some of M. Henri- 
vaux's conceptions in the way of deco- 
rations, in which the glass is made 
opaque or tinted with brilliant colors, 
or made silver and golden, or arranged 
in prisms and crystals with facets like 
diamonds, are perhaps to fanciful to 
be taken seriously, but through them 
all there runs the same enthusiasm, 
the same belief, that giass, as Thiers 
once said of Louls Napoleon, is capable 
of anything. 

Our chairs and tables, in the new 
glass age will be made of vitrified ma- 
terial, toughened to the strength of 
oak and mahogany. Our cooking uten- 
sils, our plates and cups and saucers, 
will be made of the same substance. 
Even our knives and forks will have 
glass handles, if not glass blades. 
»The new glass house will be absolu- 
tely clean and practically indestruc- 
tible. The whole of its surface can be 
washed from the top story to the base- 
ment, without a trace of humidity 
being left. Dust cannot collect on its 
polished face, and the spider will find 
no place on which to hang its cob- 


webs. 
GLASS PAVING STONES. 
They have already begun to pave the 
streets of Paris with glass, and it is 
found that the substance, while practi- 
cally indestructible, is admirably suited 
to the feet of both men and beasts, 
and as it n@lther holds nor makes any 
dirt, it absurdiy easy to clean. Its 
Only fault is that ft somewhat in- 
creases the noise of the traffic, but even 

this might, by and by, be overcome. 
One of the features of last year’s ex- 
hibition was the Palais Lumineux or 
the Paiace of Light; bullt entirely of 
giass. It was to some extent the reali- 
zation of M. Henrivaux’s ideal. Not 
only was it of solid construction, but 
the adaptability of glass to every 
class of decoration in form and color, 
aided by its various degrees of opaque- 
mess and transparency, enabled its 
builders to rate a structure which as 
far transcended London's Crystal Pal- 
ace as a diamond outshines the imita- 


| COST NOT EXCESSIVE. 

The question of cost has not been left 
out of account. Glass can be made out 
of almost anything amenable to the 
influence of fire. The stone glass to 
which reference has already been 
made, is manufactured mainly from 
what have hitherto been regarded as 
waste substances. The slag heaps 
which disfigure our mining and iron 
districts are all convertible into glass. 
Evidently the days of Dricks and slates 
are numbered. 

Perhaps it might be possible, in con- 
nection with one of the many projected 
exhibitions to construct on a modest 
but sufficient scale a dwelling of the 
kind M. Henrivaux describes. People 
would then be able to experience the 
actual sensation of walking along 
Glass floors, of climbing a glass stair- 
case, of being surrounded by slass 
Walls of sitting on glass chairs at 
glass tables, drinking tea out of glass 
cups and strirring it with glass tea- 

ons. 

How far this could be accomplished 
with due avoidance of monotony it ts 
hard to say. Certainly M. Henrivaus 
is enthusiastic enough to believe in 
the fullest developments of his idea. 

It is, perhaps a fanciful idea, but it 
must be confessed that. with M. Henri- 
vaux's guidance, and inspection of the 
brilliant, comfortable, clean, indestruc- 
tible glass houses of the future is a

AMOUS LIBEL SUITS 
SETTLED AT SAN DIEGO. 


SAN DIEGO, July 1—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] The 
rumors of compromise, in the famous 
libel cases of Dr. Joseph C. Hearne 
against M. H. de Young of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, which have been 
in circulation for several days, were 
verified in the Superior Court this 
morning, when the sults were amicably 
settle by agreement of the parties. The 
first of the suits was to be tried before 
Judge Conrey of Los Angeles, who, wit 
the counsel and the jurors, were in 
court and ready for the battle. The 
stipulation, which ie signed in full b~ 
the attorneys on each side, shows that 

cases are dismissed under the fol- 
léwing agreement: “The defendant to 


| pay the plaintiff the sum of $2000, cash 


in hand, each party to pay his own 
costs, no judgment to be given or en- 
tered fer or against either party.” It 
is understood, however, that the de- 
fendant is to pay the costs of the pres- 
ent suit, to date. Counsel for the de- 
fense has sybmitted to the counsel for 
the plaintiff? a statement to be pub- 
lished in the Chronicle, which is an ex- 
tion of Dr. Hearne, the pla‘ntiff. 
and which statement has been accepted 
by the plaintiff and his counsel. Out- 
side the understanding is that it ts 
to be published either as an editorial 
in the Chronicle, or that the subject 
matter is to be treated editorially, and 
along the same lines. One suit 
is against M. H. de Young and 
J. FT. Blunt, and the other 16 
against M. H. de Young and J. E. 
Olsted. When interviewed in regard to 
the settlement, Dr. Hearne said that 
there was little to say, other than that 
the defendants. were the moving par- 
ties for the cessation of hostilities:

GIRLS SHED TEARS 


As THEY QUIT WORK. 


Laundry Employees Coerced into 
Striking by Union Agitators—About 


Two-thirds of Them Go Out. 


F the good people of Los Angeles 
fail to get their laundry work done 
promptly this week, they can charge 
~the inconvenience to the labor union 
agitators, who have been fomenting 
trouble between the laundry employers 
and employés in this city for several 
months past. > 

Out of a total of about 500 employés 
of the seven non-union steam laundries 
in Los Angeles about 335 struck yester- 
day for recognition of the union. The 
166 who refused to join the strike were 
augmented during the day vo that the 
total number of workers at closing 
time yesterday evening was about 210. 
This number will be further increased 
by applicants for work this morning, 
go that the laundries can resume today 
with at least one-half of the former 
aggregate of working strength. The 
proprietors are confident that before 
the end of the week they will have 
nearly, if not quite, all of the strikers’ 
places filled. 

For some days strike rumors had 
filled the air, and the proprietors of the 
non-union laundries had been given to 
understand that a strike would be 
commenced during the present week 
unless the employers acceded wnre- 
servedly to the union's arrogant de- 
mands. This was out of the question, 
as the proprietors of seven of the 
eight steam laundries in the city had 

ven the agitators to understand from 
’ start that they would never con- 
Gent to subject themselves and their 
business to the tyranny of union dicta- 
tion. So far as wages, hours of work, 
Ste, were concerned, they were willing 
to concede practically everything that 


the union demanded. In fact, most of 
The demands had already been con- 


ceded, and wages considerably better 
on the average than the union scale 
were being paid by most of the laun- 
dries before the local Laundry Work- 
re’ Union was over organised. Most 
of the employers did not object to 
their employees joining the union, but 
when the union undertook to say that 
no non-union worker should be em- 
ployed, the proprictors thought it was 
about time to decide who were running 
the laundries, anyhow. 
BROUGHT TO A HEAD.

Gold and wool, with 
the meat products of a cattle industry, 
constitute the principal exports from

Italians give a preference td Italian 
products. Germany's trade with Bra- 
zil has increased in recent years be- 
cause of the so-called German colonies 
in a 1— of that republic. Spanish 
and ch exporters have always en- 
joyed a large market in Spanish- 
American countries because they have 
appealed to the inherited likings of 
those people. In no case however, is 
there political or commercial control. 
Germany owns no territory in Brazil, 
Italy has no claim to Argentina, Spain 
long since ceased to have any part in 
the various governments of South 

America. Their trade with those coun- 
tries is based upon a natural aptitude 
to supply a demand, and 80 long as 
they enjoy this aptitude so long will 
the trade continue. If the Philippines 
are settied from the United States 
their markets would be supplied from 
our products; if Germans were the set- 
tlers it would be the German industries 
that would be most benefited. Blood 
is strong, but interest is in commerce 
even stronger, and a dependency would 
regard no restrictions if once convinced 
that it can get more for its money 
from a foreign than from the .home 
nation. 

HOW COLONIZATION LAGS. 

I lay great stress unon this question 
of the population of the colony because 
it is, to my mind, the determining 
point. It cannot be said that very 
brilliant success has as yet followed 
the efforts of those nations which 
have recently entered upon a policy of 
colonization. The French have never 
been a colonizing people, and only 
through the grantin of extraordinary 
concessions in the colonies or through 
bounties of land and money have per- 
manent settlers in the new lands been 
secured. The emigration of all kinds 
from France is about five thousand 
souls a year, and only a part of this 
number go to the three colonies of 
France in which, for climatic reasons, 
a Frenchman can settle. In every 
colony of France there is found a 
more or less acute labor question. 
These colonial markets cost France 
$16,000,000 a year. Her interests in 
their trade amount to $19,000,000 a 
year, while those of foreign countries 
amount to $24,000,000, without any ex- 
penditure on the part of the latt 
countries. Even the share enjoy 
by France would not be so great were 
it not for the fact that the colonial 
markets are reserved almost exclu- 
sively for French products. This is a 
one-sided arrangement, for which 
there is no reason save that of 
— a profit to the French export 
t e. 


In their present condition the colon- 
les of Germany are objects of expense, 
ons from which no immediate 
returns are expected. The colonial 
estimates for 1901 call for more than 
$10,000,000, of which $8,360,000 must be 
supplied from the. German treasury. 
In all German Africa there were only 
3228 Germans (men. women and chin 
dren) at the beginning of 1999, and the 
total trade of these protectorates and 
ons was about $10.500.000 in 
1898. The trade relations of the United 
States in the Philippines are not satis- 
factory. and cannot be so until a new 
development of production upon more 
general lines has been accomplished. 


INDEPENDENCE GIVES PROS.- 
PET ITY. 
In fact it is not as “colonies” that 
these new lands offer the best returns, 
but as almost independent States. Po- 
litical protection may be offered, such 
as will defend the territory from the 
of other powers and preserve it 
becoming the arena of local in- 
surrections and foreign invasions. But 
the infusion of commercial interest 
will reduce the benefits to be obtained 
from the connection and give occasion 
to complaints, to agitation and in the 
end to explosion. The economic de- 
velopment of the world proceeds at a 
more rapid pace than at any ~revious 
time, and every advance brings the 
blunders of colonial policies of the past 
into stronger relief, and most of all, 
the blunders that arose from the at- 
tempt to monopolize.

DAUGHTER DEAD. 


3 AWAY OF JANE ELVIRA 
UTTER AT COVINA.

Was Mother of Three Preachers, and 
Daughter of Samuel Rogers, Whe 
Traversed the Wilds on Horseback and 
Converted Fifteen Thousand Souls.

COVINA, July 1.—-I[From The Times’ 
Resident Cortespondent ] At the ad- 
vanced age of M years and % months, 
Jane Elvira Utter, wife of William C. 
Utter, and mother of Rev. J. W. Ut- 
ter, pastor of the Christian Church 
of this place, passed peacefully away, 
after an lilness of only a few days, at 
the home of her daughter. Mrs. W. 
O. Brouse, on Cypress avenue. The 
funeral services were conducted in the 
Christian Church this morning at 10 
o'clock, by Rev. Mr. West of San 
Bernardino, the remaing being interred 
in the Oakdale Cemetery. Owing to 
his advanced age, the widower was un- 
able to attend the funeral. 

The deceased was born in Bourbon 
county, Ky., September 16, 1816; 
the daughter of Samuel Rogers, the 
celebrated pioneer preacher, who, dur- 
ing the early years of the past cen- 
tury, traveled on horseback through tlie 
wilds of Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana and 
Missouri, establishing churches, and 
to whose preaching was due the con- 
version of 15,000 souls. This able 
preacher was a direct descendant of 
the distinguished martyr, John Rogers, 
who was burnt at the stake at Smith- 
field, Eng., in the year 1555. On 
August 6, 1340, the deceased was 
married to William C. Utter, who sur- 
vives her, and for many years lived 
in Clinton county, O., where ere 
were born to them ten children, even 


of whom are living, three of them 
being preachers. Late in lite they 
moved to California, settling in San 


Bernardino, where they lived until a 
littie over a year ago, When they went 
to Covina.
